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In considering a check list of birds found in winter the student 
should bear in mind that he is not likely to see even a third of the 
species named. The divers and ducks, for the most part, are found 
well offshore in Lake Michigan. Except for the introduced European 
partridge and pheasant, the native upland birds have become 
scarce in our region. The owls, being nocturnal, are of course not 
often seen during the day. The perching birds that are resident the 
year around or regularly visit us in winter make up the ordinary ex- 
pectancy of winter observation. 

All summer residents (i.e. species that breed in our area or have 
been known to do so), are marked with an asterisk (*). We say of 
these birds that they in the winter. Birds that do not breed 

in this area or us in the winter.
